IB made in said districts. Tho territorial dele- 
gates shall be chosan in the saxe manner us tho 
nomination of delegates in congress is mode. 
Tho delegates from tho District of Columbia 
shall bo cboeen at a owrcntion constituted o[ 
members elected in the primary district ati- 
ncmbliru held under the call and iliroctinn of 
jhe republican central committee of oaid dis- 
trict: An alternate delegate for each delecate 
in tho national convention to act in case of the 
absence of the dele^itte, shall bo elected in tie 
flame mennorandat the same time art tho dele- 
gate is elected. 


All notices of contests must be died with the 


national committee in writing, accompanied 
by printed statements ot the grouuds of con- 
tests which shall be made .public. 
Preference 


in tho order of bearing and determining con- 
tests will be (riven by tho convention in ->ccord 
anoo with the dfttcs ot filing of such notices 
and statements with tho national committee.

s:ate. His administration ot the interior 
department haa not vindicated the wis- 
dom of his appointment, and tiiere is 
more than ground for a suspicion thai 
his retirement from the government was 
well up among the motives for his nom- 
ination tor the supreme beach. 


But aside from the objections to Mr. 


Lamar whiob. tha Times haa given, it ii 'a 
genous question whether Le should be 
ooulirraed as associate justice of the tn' 
pre^o court, A traitor to bis country, a 
man who landa Jtffers n Davis cs an 
unselfish patriot, end ivho bounrs him 
tor tie treason he committed, never 
should go on Ibe supremo bench cf the 
United State--. Itis a dangerous ihicg 
to put a man o! tbat spirit in such an 
csaltei position.

In Utah; every thing was subservient to tho 
political organization known as tho Mor- 
mon churcb. It was Impossible for United 
States citizens to livo in any part of Utah, 
outside of tho towns, whore there was no 
military protection, He did not wont to 800 
Utah admitted with the weak promiso that 
she 
would abolish polygamy, without 


any 
evidence 
Uiat 
sho would abol- 


ish tho organization which governed tbe 
Mormons with a rod of iron and cxciudod 
tho other citizens living among them. Ho 
would think it a great calamity to havo 
these people pat in a position where they 
could change their constitution at will and 
perpetrate an lorganlzation hostile to lib- 
crty and founded on a pretended religious 
hierarchy. 


Senator Tlatt argued that thero waa no 


more reason why tho memorial o£ a self- 
constituted convention should bo printed in 
tho Jtcconl than the memorial of any num- 
ber of citizens. 


Senator Puddock denied that tho memori- 


alropreseiitedtho wi.shea of 200,000 peo- 
ple. Tho whole population of Utah was 
only LiOO.OOO, of whom about 140,000 were 
Mormons. As to tho statement that no 
more than o per cent of tho Mormons were 
polygamists, lie asserted that they were all 
polygainists so fax' as an indorsement of tho

American spougos w&rb lirst used in this 
city by the old Dutch settlors, and tho 
Greeks introduced 
tho Mediterranean 


sponges bore thirty-five years ago by 
hawking thoin about tho streets, sinco 
which timo tho trado has grown into mill- 
ions of dollars annually, and tho industry 
is an important ono." 


"Is tho sponge of vegetable or animal 


growth?1' asked tho reporter. 


"An exhaustive scientific discussion in 


this city a fow years ago rosultod in tho 
conclusion that tiio sponge is of animal 
growth, in its original stato, of fho lowest 
typo, and resembles tho blow flsh iu its 
appearance. It is first taken from tho 
water with a pulpy flesh on, and it is laid 
on tho shore and covered with rushes 
until tho sun burns the flash o!f. 
Then 


it Is 'cradled' in salt water. Tho bleach/- 
ing Is done by tho uso of magnato of 
potash, and 
aftorward tho spongo 
13 


placed In oialic and muriatic acids, next 
washed In salt water, nnd finally tinged 
'or colored with a colution of common 
washing soda." 


"Where and how are thoy first ob- 


tained?" 


"Off 
tho Florida Keys In this country, 


around tho islands of tho West Indies and 
In tho Mediterranean Sea, principally in 
tho Greek and 
Turkish archipelagoes. 


Tbe nativos dlvo for them, sometimes in 
forty fathoms of water, whore tho finest 
cup sponges aro found. Thoso divers aro 
Tory short-lived, and In five or six years 
become deaf, blind and rhoumatic, unless 
oaten by sharks, as Is sometimes tho 
case. 
The 
natives 
run 
their 
own 


vessels. It is untrue tliat the spongo 
donlors own and manage tho fleets of 
small craft used in spongo fishing, as Is 
generally claimed, for it Is a notorious fact 
that tho nativo divers, after getting their 
vessels woll provisioned, will not work, 
but will lazily foot about until their sup- 
plies of food" aro exhausted, when thoy 
will flsh until a good cargo ia obtained, 
and then dispose of it on tbo outor islands. 
Every vessel Is manned by from five to 
six men, who live on fruitand drink wine, 
and aro very fond of 
tho society of 


women." 


"What 
are tho 
different grades of 


sponges?" 


"Our Florida soa coast supplies tho 


shoeps' wool, 
velvet, 
grass and roof 


sponges. From Nassau we got the shoeps' 
wool, but It is not as strong as tho Florida 
article, though much liko it and with 
larger poros, and also tho grass, volvot, 
roof and wire spongos, but tho latter Is not 
sold to use; the Mediterranean spongo, 
callod tho Turkish bath spongo in this 
country and tho honeycomb In Europe. 
They aro brought hero in tho natural state 
and bleached. \Vo also receive from tho 
same source tho silk, surgoons', largo cup, 
eyo cnp, toilet and Zamockaspongos. Tho 
dealers in Now York, London, Hamburg 
and Trieste do tho bleaching." 


"Has any attempt been mado to grow 


sponges in this vicinity?" 


"In 13SO it was tried at Bowery Bay 


boacb, on Long Island, but proved a fail- 
uro."

$1.00 by tho balo. Of tho foreign spongos 
the Nassau product is sold for UO por cent, 
less than tho Florida goods.

aro sold from 0 conts to 55 apioce, cups 
from 73 cents to $15 apiece, Zamockas 
from 6 conts to 70 cents each, surgeons' 
from $1.00 a string of tlfty pieces to S3, 
and oyo cups from 25 conts to 75 couts 
each. 


"The only spongos usod in tho hospitals 


aro tho small surgeon and abdominal, and 
thoy aro being displaced by tho absorption 
cotton. 
Tho article manufactured now 


for medical uso is what is callod a spongo 
tent, mado of roef sponges and usod for 
cleaning out wounds aad In obstetrical 
cases." 


'•What is done with tho clippings from 


sponges?" 


"They aro usod In filling mattrosses, 


and have boou found by railroad com- 
panies to bo better than cotton waito for 
packing journal-boxes." 


"Aro there any tricks in the trado?" 
"Yes. Sponges aro easily 'doctored' by 


unscrupulous dealers. 
Common grass 


sponges are bleached and put on tho 
market aa Turkish goods. Houses of this 
sort are callod 'skin' concerns. 
Even 


druggists can .not detect tho cheat, and 
the customer is, of course, easily de- 
ceived by the appearanco of the spongo, 
but a trial .soon demonstrates an inferior 
grade of sponge."
